But at. least 
additional ovidence, however slight, may be 
ecllected here which will help to fix the 
cause of u scourge which has been one of 
the worst cvor known to the world and still 
clims countless: victims in ‘some lands.

$ BRAINS, 

Much rain has fallen, but the sky hus now 
slightly cleared. Althongh it has yained- for 
the best part of ‘a week, there is very little 
surplus moisture in the ground; the country 
wus in such a’parched condition after the long 
dry winter. The hills are putting on their green 
spring covering in exchange for their khaki- 
coloured winter one, and oll around can-be seen 
tho beneficial effects of the recent raix, The 
wild hedge-roso is blooming cverywhore in 
profasion and filling the sir with its sweot 
perfumes. Penr-orchards are one mass of 
blossom, the haunt, of myriad winged creatures, 
including tho busy bee, That uncoutlrlocking 
but serviceable onimal the buffalo is now 
employed from sunrise till sunset in proparing 
the fields for the first rice-crop. Little green 
patches scattered throughout the valleys show 
whore the rice for transplanting has been sown. 
Fields are also ‘being “prepared for th piant- 
ing of canes, the roots of last year's crops boing 
dug up and barned. Everywhere the greatest 
activity: prevails among the farming class. I 
am afraid the rain camo too late to benefit 
much the sweet potato-crop, and this is a pity, 
seeing the sweot potato is-ono of the Chinese 
staple articles of diet. 

MOSQUITOES, 

With the rain has come, the mosquitoes ; and 
one sees.in various parts of each village a 
“mosquito smudge” smouldering “night and 
day giving out a thick, acrid smoke. 

STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

Tho state of the country is peaceful on the-| 
whole, although attacks by armed gangsare not 
infrequent. Probably this state of things will 
nover be thoroughly remedied until the British 
once more take ‘over Shamchun together 
with Shataukok and Namtau. cities. . North 
of these places lies’s range of hills, the roads‘ 
through which could be easily. guarded, Not so 
the present level frontier, with ‘roads leading 
everywhere and nowhere.

S1u,—-May I, ask the favour ‘of space for o 
fow words on the carrying of lights on junks 
sailing out of Hongkong? The lighting ‘of 
junke in general wonld include a very wide 

field, but there is, os fay.ax [con see, 10 reason 

why soma order and system’, should not be 
introduced among tho lecal craft ;and itmight 
‘be expoctod that such having been. established 
and undoretooil. it would by usanco act are ‘sort 
of loaven and extend moro or loss to the outside 
flest, Tho Chinose junikman at present quite 
acknowlddies and understands tho nocesity of 
lights ; but with tho chatacteristio fatuous 
carelessness of his class, having provided the 
light it seems no manner of concern to him how 
it is used and where it is placed, and tho many 
and various dovices employed in tho matter are 
tho cause of much perplexity, uunoyanco, and 
dangor to those charged with the navigntion of 
steamers on tho waters adjacent to tho Colony. 
Agan oxample, o dim light is ween low down ; 
it lookw such of might ho expected on o small 
gampon. Nearer, the tall sail of one of tho large 
ouo-masted boats that carry stone and coal lines 
” sagolf out in the darkness, and it is neon that the 
Light comes from o. @iminutive lantern under 
tho bowsprit close down to the water, Again, 
a ghostly, nebulous glimmer, so dim that it can 
hardly be picked ont on the surrounding blaek- 
ness, turns ont to be a amall light carried on or 
in tho: poop of a big advancing jwik, and 
obscared by the sail swung across in front of it, 


Some carry the lantern high npon om of the | 


masts, genorally the foremast, and othersfrankly 
show no light- whatever, and this last is scommon 
form among those lyitig at anchor, frequontly in

OF SCHOOLS.

BHUCATION IN HONGKONG IN 1008. 
At the Logislstive Council on Monday 


afternoon thors was leid on the tnbls the report | 
for 1903 of the Inspector of Scbools (Mr E. A. | 
Trving). We make the following extracts :— { 


; - BTAFF. 

Mr. W. 1. Williams took up his sppointmeat 
as Hoad Moster of ‘the Saiyingpau District 
School iu January. Mr. C, Corwen was 
eppointed Headmaster of the Yaumati Distriot 
School in March. Miss Colcutt reaigned ber 
appointment of Second Mistress at_the Kowloon 
School in May,. After several changes Mrs: 
Hatwell was appointed. in July. 

COMMITIER ON BDUCATION, 

Many steps have beon teken during the year 
under: review to’ give effect to the general 
recommeniations of the Committes on Educa: 
ion, A Sub-Committes’ of the Governing 
Body of Queen’s College was appointed to draw 
np scourseof stady for the Chinono Classes 
in the College, The same course has 


been adopted in the Anglo-Chinese Dis- 
trict Schools; and in most of ths Anglo- 
Chinese and Vernacular Grant Schoolé # similar 
course is now boing followed. Further reference 
to this course ia made undor “ Grant Schoole’ 
below. . A Committes was appoiuted fo consider 
the possibility of holding rogalar examinations 
for the senior classes in History and Geography 
undor the auspices of theOxford Local Dolegacy. 
Tho report of this Committee, is now. in the 
bands of the Government. ‘The Committee on 
Education drew attention to the difficulties 
attendant on the co-education of young English 
spoaking children with Chinese boys who are, 
beginning the stady of English, and finally the 
following dictum of the late Governor, Bir 
Henry Blake, received the approval: of tho 
Secretary of State for tho Colonies ;~-" In my 
opinion the difficalty may be surmounted by 
arranging that Chinese boys shall not be taught 
English in the same Classas non-Chinese boys, 
until it is found that they havo acquired 
sufficient knowledge of English to understand 


tho teaching given to the class in that language. 


Thi will ‘prevent the’ English boys being 
retarded, without violating the principle that 
education shall be given equally and indis- 
criminately to all races.” : : 

THE GRANT CODE. 

One of the most important changes recom- 
mended by the Committee on Education was 
the substitntion of a new Code for the then 
eaisting Grant-in-Aid Code. Accordingly the 
present Grant Code was drafted at the 
beginning of the year, I met the Managers 
of the schools several times, and discussed its 
provisions fully with them. Tum indebted 
to their criticisms for soveral Dencficial amend- 
ments. In its final form the draft Code was 
circulated amongManagera and met with general 
approval. It came into forve on the Ist 
January, 1904; but Managers who cared to do 
go were permitted to bring their sohoola under 
it from the lst July, 1903, and abent one-half 
of thom, inclnding the Managers of 8. J osoph’s, 
the Etalian Convent, the Diocesan Sohool for 
Girls, and most of the London Missionary 
Society's schools and the American Baptist 
Mission's schools, elected to do bo. . 

; KOWLOON SCHOOL, 

The Kowloon School for European British 
subjects has now beon open: for nearly two 
years, The attendance daring 1903 aroraged 
46.4 a3 compured with 39,3 in 1902, an increase 
pf 18 per cent. The - greatest number of 
scholars present on one day yas 59. ° My, James 
in bis report complains with reason of : the 
irregalarity of attendance. This irregularity 
seems inherent in the schools of the Colony, and 
ia much tobe regretted. The revenne collected 
under Fees amounted to $1,854.50 os against 
2924 in 1902 (8 months). Doring the first six 
monthsof the year 1 visited the school every 
fortnight, and less frequently during the. latter 
half of the year. As xegard discipline and 
organisation, I have nething tosay bat pra iso. 
I think it would be hard ‘to find anywhere 5 
brighter or better ordered school. As regards 
the enrriculam, I aia not yet prepared to give 
a finel opinion, It will be another year or two 
before the results of the very acli@ dnd practical 
conrse of study are fally seen. I. should odd 
that I. have made no suggeslions ss to the 
ourriculam which Mr. James has not sdopted. 
I shall report moro fully on the school work at 
the end of the school-year in Inly. 

Tho following new features were introduced 
in the course of the year —(a,) Towards the 
close of tho yoar a Committee was appointed: by 
the late Governor to consider the question of 
religious instraction. This Committee recom. 
mended that Biblical instruction should form 
part of the school curriculum.  Scriptare 
history will therefore form part of next year’s 
syllabus. © (0) The celebration of Empire 
Day.—The school met at the usual time, and 
after listening ‘to an address from the Head- 
master, sang the national anthem, and was then 
given a whole holiday. (c.) ‘The national

Though the docreaso in numbers appears to 
havo stopped, it has only done so owing to a 
new demand which: the school is satisfying for 
tha timo being. In 1900 4 per cont, of the 
scholars were Indian boys under eleven years of 
age in the Proparatory School. In 1903 thBy 
had jnerensed to over 9 por cent, At loast 
another 11 per cont. are Eurasian or Auiatic 
boya othor than Chinese, Thore appears to be 
need of a school for these boy’ ; and I am glad 
to report that temporary arrangements have 
been made, through the liberality of o member 
of the Indian community, hy which o Grant 
School will at once be opened for thom. 
THE DISTRICT BCHOOLS, 

These schools wore catirely ra-organised at 
the beginning of the year Special attention 
has beon paid to the improvement of the Chinese 
masters. in tho method of their terching, 
especially in the method of teaching English. 

. _' NORMAL CLAss. ¢ 

ApNormal class has already done much to 
improve their knowledge of Yhe science of 
teaching. Tho feos paid by the scholars have 
gradually beon raised, till now $2 o month is 
paid by now boys, and $1 a month by tho 
scholars already in attondonce. At Yanmat, 
foes wore charged from the shiddlo of the year 
only, The total of fees collected was $1,507.50 
compared with $152.50 in 1902, and nil in 1901. 
Attendances have as usual been extromely 
irregular. The average number in attendance 
at the three schools combined was 265 (Saiying- 
pun 95, Yaumati 74, Wanchai 96). The schools 
were-wolt equipped during the year with books 
and apparatus ordered from Englond ; but as 
thoze-did, not arrive till the latter part of the 
year, ond an some time waa inovitably takon up 
with arranging the ourriculum accordingly, the 
schools upon their reconstructed bicis can hardly 
bo said to have been working for more than six 
months, 

. GRANT SCHOOLS, 

Tho Grant Code was adopted by some schools 
at the beginning of July, bat lam not yet able to 
report definitely as to ite effect. ‘Tho Italian 
Gonvent and one or tio other Homan Catholic 
Schools drow up what appear to be very sound 
courses of study under the provisions of the 
‘ode, and will, I feel anre, be materially 
jmproved by them. Of the 
Chinese Schoola, three at least—tho 
Roman Catholic Cathedral School, the Bllis- 

adcorie School, and the 8. Stephen's Anglo- 
@hinese’School—have given evidence ofa desire 
to attach due importance to the study of spoken 
English. ‘Ihe last is an encouraging oxample 
of 9 well-conducted schoo} under Chinese mas- 
ters only, Lt has greatly improved in the last 
two years. Tbe Vernacular chools have on tho 
whole greatly improved.in the last tro years. 
-Lhis: improvement is naturally most easily 
datecied in those which elected to come under 
the new Code at once, and which wore thus 
freed from -a hord-and-fast course of study. 
Tho schools under the management, of the Rev. 
H, R. Wells, of the London Mission, show 
great promise.
